It was 
these publishers who produc- 
ed the memoirs of Joseph 
Baratz of Degania, translated 
from the Russian and produc- 
ed under the title “A Village 
on the Jordan 

Now, a second translation 
appears, this time of a book 
by a former French Naval 
officer who was prominent in 
the Resistance Movement and 
was imprisoned by the Ges- 
tapo in 1943-44 Since then 
he has been the editor of 
French periodicals. What is 
more, he is a devout Catholic 
for whom the Holy Land has 
a profound attraction. 

This book is witts and epi- 
-grammatic — @ brilliant piece 
of transiation. The author 
has a ciear-seeing eye, an ex- 
tensive knowledge of history 
and profound insight into the 
essence of the Middle East 
and its problems. He travelied 
all over the Lebanon, Syria 
and Jordan: but it is the Holy 
Land that captivated him - 
the Old City, the Mount of 
Olives, Bethlehem and Gali- 
lee — as one can see from 
his highly stylized pen and 
ink drawings.
